and that some are inadmtiK* 

bljr 70 or more. 

Sin re the teenage boom 
I'egjaa in the early 1950s, de- 
icners, manufacturers, and 
particularly fashion writer s 
-Lave berome progressively 
more and more hypnotised 
with styles originally in- 
tended for the sub-deb* (as 
we called them then). 

And women, who naturally 
want to rein in a youthful 
appearance as long as pos-

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WHAT CAUSES COLDS? 

By AINSLIE BAKER 

• The man who has probably tried to inflict more colds on his 
fellow human beings than anyone else alive claims that one way 
you WON'T catch a cold fa by ivalktng around with toet feet* 



TTAVTNG a draught 
blowing on your 
back or getting cold 
after a he* bath won't 
necessarily give you a 
cold, either. 

In fact, colds .if-t by no 
means as easy id pick up as 
most sufferers suppose. 

The hoJdcT of these un- 
usual views is Sir Christo- 
pher Andre wes, recently re- 
ibed head of the Common 
Cold Research Unit. Salis- 
bury, England. 

He discusses tbem in his 
newly published honk, "The 
Common Cold* (Wciden- 
fr-ld and NkhoIson) L 

One well-cherished belief 
to which Sir Christopher 
does subscribe is thaf cold? 
are commoner jn winter, Bui 
he's never bren able to find 
oui exactly why. 

Defences 

He has an idea, however, 
that cold viruses are spread- 
ing round all the t&Kt 
that in summer peopled 
defence mechanisms are able 
tn keep diem under conrrnl 

Just what exactly is the 
io-calleri common cold ? 
"One of a number of virus 
infect ionn which a fleet the 
lining or lhe nose and other 
passages leading to [he 
Ion 15*," says Sir Christopher, 

It is usual for an unto tri- 
plicated cold to last from 
one to two weeks. 

BUT there arc 30 tn 40 
A these viruses. 

There seems 
annul a one-in-five 
risk thai a person 
in a household 
with j cold-infec- 
nnn will acquire a cold. 

Normal contaci with an 
infected person, the author 
^ivs, carries little extra risk. 

At Salisbury the Unifs 
biggest job was to find out 
how to give people rolris. 

"We noted an extremely 
low occurrence of success- 
ful spread by contact/' the 
author olwrrves with clinical 
detachment. 

In a renewed effort to 
i;ct volunteers .sneezing and 
sniffling, some were sent 
walking in the rain, and on 
their return made to stand 
about m their wet clothes 
iti unhealed rooms. 

Still m> go. 

Others were asked to have 
hot baths and then stand m 
unhealed corridors wearing 
only a bathing nut. 

Then when they dressed, 
ihtj pulled on wet socks 
and wfif them for some 
hours. 

No colds resulted. 

With so many favorite 
cold-causers disposed nf, 
who then stands in the 
greatest danger of getting 
a cold? 

fl would lecm those who 
live in houses where there 
are children. 



Children are greater 
spreaders of viruses than 
adults. In nne rural investi- 
gation i adults in families con- 
taining wriookhtldrcn had 
nearly two and a half times 
.(•. muni colds as did adults 
in households where there 
were nu schoolchildren. 

Outside the house the 
schoolchildren picked up 
eolds three times as often 
as drd the adults. 

In contrast, an investiga- 
tion made among city 
wiur Iters and their families 
showed that there was less 
introduction of colds into 
the family circle by school- 
children. 

This was attributed [g the 
adults having so many and 
varied outside contacts. 

Then can someone give 
you a cold? Colds believed 
lo be possibly due to ofFi i t- 
contact during this itudy 
were between five and 3(J per 
cent. But there was mme 
evidence for cold-catching 
between people who were 
sitting next to each other. 

However, most colds 
seemed lo rome neither from 
the office nor at home. 

Which seems tn raise the 
point of how, then, do yoo 
get 3 cold when the evidence 
for catching it is nor I here? 

Sir Christopher doesn't 
say. 

He does T however, say how 
colds can be spread. 

During a sneeze coarse, 
infected droplets are thrown

Sir Christopher enprr.ur* 
disbelief of the following 
often-heard remark*. 

Never get them 
myself— too healthy."

However, there's a catch 
there, too, You'd only have 
to have unexpecied visitors, 
and you'd go down like a 
tunepiu.

Not likely, says Sir dirts- 
tnpher: "For most colds 
rhe/e was no evidence sug- 
gesting picking up infection 
fnrn au .ihrr cold -sufferer," 

"I nipped it in the bud." 

"People do not realise how 
often hist sign* come to 
nothing, anyway." 

"It's her tonsils she'll 
have to have them out.'* 

'The rcmuval of lomils i* 
of no value in preventing 
colds," states Sir Christo- 
pher. 

"ft was really an influ- 
enzal cold." 

He counters this with: 
"The term 'influenial* cold 
mean* nothing, tscienltneally 
speaking. Colds and influ- 



enza are two quite different 
infer t ions." ' 

"What you want is <o get 
on to Vitamin C {ascorbic 
arid)." 

There have been care- 
fully conl rolled trials of its 
efficacy/' says Sir C. ''No 
HTc< l on l he incidenrr oT 
cold* could be detected/ 1 

"You don't have enough 
vitamins/' 

He remarks: "Nearly 
everybody obtains an ade- 
quate supply of vitamins, 
and in ore than enough is 
not necessarily an advan- 

"I'll have lo get something 
to take." 

But be iays to this: "Med- 
ian remedies for colds prob- 
ably do little to shorten an 
attack and are best ron~ 
jidered for what they really 
are, treat mrnis to make you 
feel better while you are 
getting hetterv , * 

"Pui a few of these drops 
on your Handkerchief, dear." 

"Drop* on handkerchiefs 
are nol likely to achieve 
much." 

On (he cheerful side: 

• Colds get fewer as one 
grows older. They are most 
frequent in children under 
Lhe age of four ycarSi 

• The rold -catching high 
for adnbfi is in the age group 
between 25 and 35, whde 
those over 55 get fewest. 

• People riding in crowded 
public transport appear lo 

#et no more colds 
than anyone else. 
* Studies have 
show u that it's 
unlikely you jJ go 
down with 
anoihcr rold for eighi to ten 
weeks after your last one. 

"Aspirin, also alcohol in 
returnable quantity, will 
make many people less un- 
eondoriahW states Sir 
Christopher, 

But he warns: 

• Do nnt indulge tn violent 
nose-blowing. This ran 
push infected secretions into 
places where they may do 
harm. 

• Infected drops will be 
shaken from a saturated 
handkerchief. Use paper 
ones which can be destroyed. 
These should he Lough 
crunch nut lo disintegrate 
easily. 

• "If you have more than 
a minimal amount of fever 
it uj better to go to bed to 
conserve your energy by 
keeping warm; if your body 
is doing the extra work 
jteedud to keep your tem- 
perature above normal, you 
will feel more tired after- 
wards unless you help it by 
keeping away from the cold. 

• "If you have no fever and 
do not get cold in the 
process, a Utile fresh air 
and ea t e rdie will probably 
do more Rood than harm."

Hosing down the plants i- 
particularly important iminpdiaccly 
after heavy storms, for the spray could 
hum them badh. 

Because of the frequent watering hi 
such gardens, it b necessary to replace 
I be plant foods which have been 
leached out. One of the main essen- 
tials for seaside gardens is the frequent 
application of a good general fertiliser, 
the golden rule being ■ tiltle and often. 

Add fertiliser to the plants every 
two week I or mi in spring and autumn, 
I little less ofiett in rummrrr, and 
pi at in. ally none in winter except fur 
winter-growing plants.

Stanton's 8000-mile hitch-hiking trip 
through Asia was a lift with a rich sheik 
who insisted that Warwick bo his V.I, P. 
guest while he was in Iraq. 



"JT was great," said Warwick, of Randwkk, Sydney. 

" Suddenly the poor old Aussir hitch* hiker was being 
treated like a king. 

"J stayed at his country mansion for a couple of days, 
and when 1 lefl he put me in a laxi and paid the fare for 
the whole day's trip 10 the border. 

"He even wanted lo give me One of his three prizr 
deceit ga;,r!!ei thai were kept in the orchard.?," he said. 14 1 
had trouble convincing the sheik that it would be rather 
a difficult FOuvenir to take home with rnc," 

Warwick, a display artist in one of .Sydney's leading 
department stores, recently returned to Australia after three 
yearn* working and hitch-hiking Around the world. 

"I had only £80 apart from my fare to England when J 
left home, but with a I r>t of luck I survived and had a 
marvellous time," he said. "But 1 don't think I'd be game 
enough to bank on luck again. 

"My advice to young travellers u to lake half a* many 
clothes and twice as much money — I learnt that the hard 
way." 

On his way to London, where he worked to save money 
for trip* to Europe and Asia, Warwick spent a month 
hitch-hiking around Greece, then visited Crete, Rhodes, and 
Germany. 

"From Munich 1 took a train to London and arrived 
there almost flat broke," said Warwick. "But I won found 
work in one of the many department store* I worked for in 
the West End to gain experience lor display work. 

"In the weekends I washed car.? and cleaned windows 
so 1 could save smne money — it's hard in London, became 
you don't make much," he said. "But about six month.? 
later I had enough to buy a second-hand motor-scnoicr, 
and with about £15 in my pocket took a Channel steam rr 
to France for a ten-day trip to Spain. 

For the next two years Warwick followed the same 
pattern — working, saving, and spending on short sight- 
seeing trips all over England and Scotland until he had 
saved £80 for a three-month tout of the Continent. 

"1 doubled a friend on the scooter and, sharing the 
petrol expenses, we budgeted on £6 a week." he said, 

"We went everywhere — to Holland to see the tulips, 
to Belgium, down through France to Spain to see the 
bullfights, then to ace Portugal, Morocco, and Italy, where 
everything went wrong for me. 

"My scooter was stolen outside a hostel in Rome one 
night (I heard recently — I ft months later — that the 
police havr found it) and later I lott my bank book. 

"With nn money 1 had to sell a lew clothes and hitch- 
hike, taking odd jobs wherever I could," he said. 

4, I got some funny jobs. One as a water waiter serving 
water in a restaurant then washing dishes and window a, 
teaching English, and nnre I joined up with a Swedish 
Ixiv who played a guitar and we went around restaurants 
in Rome, singing and collecting money in an old hat. 

'it was hilarious — I'd never sung in public in my life 
be/ore, and as we knew only one long, l 6fi Tons,' we had 
to sing it over nnd over again. 

"We didn't make much money, but enough lo keep UJ 
in food lor a few weeks." 

[n Athens, Warwick landed a job as an extra in a Greek 
movie, li Thc Red Lamps." in which he had to sing {in 
English) and dance in a crowd scene in a restaurant. 

"After working hard in London again f had £95 for 
(fit iifl day trip home through Asia— probably the most 
exciting part of my Tnp overseas,' 1 Warwick said, 

l l hitched through Egypt* Lebanon, Syria, Jordan, 
Iran, (tyhore 1 »et the sheik}, Iran, Pakistan, India, Nepal, 
Hi ai land, .ntd Malaysia, 

"I was astounded with the hospitality of the Aran 
people, strangers who gave me lifts and invited me into 
their homes 1o meet their families, have a meal, and often 
stay a night or two, 

"Some of the hntm-s I stayed in were lust shanttes. 
some mud huts, and one a hut of straw belonging to a pool 
shepherd. I often had to sleep on the floor, but they madi 
BUS welcome, 

"Willi so many lifts in cars, trucks, bullocks a rtii, boats, 
and river steamers, I averaged spending about £1 a day— 
although I've heard of people doing it tor 1«s I thought 
that was cheap enough for me."

Let's do isometrie exercises 

• There are three types of exercises: isotonic, proprioc^ptfve-facilitaliaii, and 
isometric. Don't let the long words bother you; it is easy to explain the difference 
between them. All of ub at one time or another have done some of each type. 



THE usual kind of exercise is called 
isotonic and consists of movements 

that go through the full range nf motion 
of a joint repeatedly in a rhythmic manner. 
These arc the exercises that j»00 did sd 
laboriously in gym claw at school, the 
kind that are also referred to as fttrrhg-Up 
exerrises. 

Isotonic exercises are admirable for im- 
proving the circulation and for increasing 
and maintaining Mill range ol morion. 
Rau^e of motion decrease;! with age and 
.il-.o vi uh various musculoskeletal disorders* 
such as arthritis and rheumatism. These 
diseases cause shortening of fibrous Tissue 
strurtuics, limiting the imrrmiE range of 
motion, Uotonii exercise* also improve 
strength lo some extent, hui not nearly as 
much as do isometric exercises. 

It h important to maintain complete 
range oF motion thro uebrn.it life, and ihi< 
ran heat be done by performing isotonic 
exerriscs. Kndi trance n prodored by 
repetition of inutnnie exercise?, to The point 
of stress, luge the* With psychological con- 
ditioning to withstand dicrnnifort. The 
champion loiig-distanre rurtnn, lor ex* 
ample, mnn he mined |q pain. He gains 
endurance by taxing himself to his limit 
Such exercises can put considerable strain 
on the circulation as well as on the heart 
and lungs. 

Exert lies CO mcrrasc agiliti called pro- 
prioecptive-ruciliiation exercises ) tttogd C»f 
setting various patterns nf movement 
through constant naming. For example, 
yulferv ^peak ni being "in the groove." This 
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means \\iM thes have practised their iwang 
to that their ability lo swing properly has 
im reaped. 

There are many other sports, like tennis 
and howling, where athlete* practise the 
\amr motion* timr and again in an effort 
to achieve perfection. These exercise*; mav 
increase one r * strength somewhat, but I hey 
are far less effertive in this than isoitieiru: 
exemset. 

The third ivpe nf exercise, the isonteirirj 
exercise, increases both strength and 
volume of mmcle.

They do not apply lo the involuntary 
muscles, such as those that control the con- 
traction nf the m lectin e, hrtnr 1 and blood- 
vewls.

The muscle* in ynur fare, nerJt, and 
upper chest are voluntary muscles; thus 
isometric principles can be applied to them. 
Unfortunately, many of these muscles have 
atrophied through disuse and it will take 
I iT.»t m e 10 put some nf them back into 
condition. But it can be done!

Voluntary muscles are made up of mil- 
lion* of threadlike rells a hall lo oiw inch 
in length.

Facial tone is important not just for the 
sake of your good appearance. The proper 
conditioning of the skeletal (acini muscles, 
many of which have tn*en allowed to 
degenerate from Lick of use, assist in the 
correct functioning of the eyes.,, ears, outf, 
thro.il, and iceth, as well as in chewing, 
ralking, singing* and even breathing. 

Deterioration of the muscles in the face 
as well as other part? of the body is in pari 
due to poor health in soinr people in pan 
due to lack of use, and in pari a com- 
ponent of growing older.

['he moic nf h'\i pathetic collapse of a 
persons face with advancing years is not 
due to muscle atrophy aJone. There arc 
other essential factor*, These art- not the 
concern of our particular approach to 
"face-lifting." but you should know about 
thrm. 

With the passage oi tune die <;Jtin be- 
comes somewhat atrophic. The super ruial 
layer get* thin, horny, and dry, and the 
connective tissue underneath ihe nuper- 
ncial skin layer toscs its thickness, elas- 
ticity, and tone. 

Fat also plays a large pan. An over- 
weight person can superficially appear 
younger, because of the filling-out effect 
of excess fat. 

Hone structure — for example, the teeth 
— also helps to support your face. A per- 
son whose teeth are allowed to decay and 
then rauM be extracted han a very visible 
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problem of facial collapse unless he or she 
uses adequate replacements to hold up the 
proper structures, However, here we are 
concerned with your muscles and not with 
these other structures. 

Kacia! musics that are used most often 
are in the beat condition. Ln modern life 
these are the muscles you use for eating. 
Hut even these realise only a fraction of 
their potential and this diminishes with 
advancing age. As we get older there is 
a tendency to eat few chewy foods. The 
degenerative effect is quickened by the 
gradual loss of teeth that make proper 
thawing possible. 

Additional muscles thai receive consider- 
able uic are unfortunately those that 
involve wrinkling of the forehead and 
squinting of the eyes, the latter leading to 
the almost universal L Y row's feet" 1 of 
middle and later life, hut, as we have ^een, 
there are many other muscles in the face, 
and the purpose of the exercises that fol- 
low is to give them, and in turn yuur face, 
more volume, structure, tone, and mobility, 

ft has often been claimed that vigorous 
massage- can increase muscle tone. 
Actually, massage does very Utile for the 
muscle*. It may have other beneficial 
effects, sucjt as relaxing a person, stimulat- 
ing circulation or just giving L-ne a bid- 
ing ai well-being, but massage is no sub- 
stitute for exercise.

U is now accepted, as a result of experi- 
mentatian^ that the isometric training of 
one side of the body, such as an arm T will 
not produce increased strength in the 
Dther T unexercised arm, The same 
principle applies to the fare. Training on 
one ride of your face will not he of any 
value to the other side. Both sides of your 
face must be trained and exercised 
separately. Thus, isometrics differ from 
some other exercises, because in the case 
of skill this does not apply, (ft has been 
shuwn that teaching a still to one arm 
or leg has some rross-oveT effect of value 
to the other side.) 



How to do the exercises 

HOW? Many niuscles of the face and neck and upper chest are so 
atrophied m most of us, and so unused, that we must rcleam 
bow to contract them. By doing the exercises which follow you can contract each 
muscle, or each muscle group, separately. You do this by drawing your maximum 
attention lo the area of the head where the muscle lie* and by an act of will you 
make it contract. If possible, stand before a minor as a visual aid. At first you 
may feel nothing is happening— perhaps, in the case of some muscles, even for 
months. But persist and you will inevitably get— even see — results. 

It helps tq place your hands gently over the area where the muscle in question 
lies and feel the contraction of the muscle under the skin Lying on a pillow, 
face up, down, or sideways, also allows you to feel small contractions more readily.

Also, 
although yau should concentrate on each muscle group .senaiarely in these 
exercises, there is a gTeat deal of '"overflow^ — as you contract one muscle Or 
group, others contract more or less at the same time. What you are after is a 
general lift effect for the face and neck as a whole. The total effect of the 
exercises, dien, is to pull the skin of the forehead, face, and neck up and back,
